us denounces waves 
against Muslims, 
Jews 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States on Monday de¬ 
nounced what it called a ris¬ 
ing tide of both anti-Muslim 
and anti-Jewish sentiment 
around the world as it urged 
all nations to ensure freedom 
of religion. 

In a wide-ranging annual 
report on religious freedom, 
the State Department voiced 
alarm at growing attacks 
against minority groups and 
painted a bleak picture in na¬ 
tions such as China, Iran, 
Myanmar, North Korea and 
Saudi Arabia. 

Secretary of State John 
Kerry, while acknowledging 
that the US record was not 
perfect, called religious free¬ 
dom a "universal value" as he 
presented the report. 

"The freedom to profess 
and practice one’s faith — to 
believe or not to believe, or to 
change one’s beliefs — that is 
a birthright of every human 
being," Kerry said. 

"I urge all countries, espe¬ 
cially those identified in this 
report, to take action now to 
safeguard this fundamental 
freedom," he said. 

Kerry announced the ap¬ 
pointment of Ira Foreman, 
who served as President 
Barack Obama’s campaign 
outreach director to Jewish 
voters, to fill the State De¬ 
partment position of special 
envoy to combat anti-Semi¬ 
tism. 

The report said anti-Semi¬ 
tism was rising in the media 
of Egypt and Venezuela, 
where failed presidential can¬ 
didate Henrique Capriles has 
Jewish ancestry, and pointed 
to Iranian President Mah¬ 
moud Ahmadinej ad’s remarks 
questioning the extent of the 
Holocaust. 

The State Department re¬ 
port, which covered 2012, 
said that "Anti-Muslim rhet¬ 
oric and actions were clearly 
on the rise — particularly in 
Europe and Asia." 

"Government restrictions, 
which often coincided with 
societal animosity, resulted in 


anti-Muslim actions that af¬ 
fected everyday life for nu¬ 
merous believers," it said. 

The survey said that reli¬ 
gious freedom declined fur¬ 
ther in China and that 
authorities cracked down par¬ 
ticularly hard on the mostly 
Muslim Uighur community 
and on Tibetan Buddhists, 
whose monasteries are under 
close watch. 

The report said that Mus¬ 
lims also faced new restric¬ 
tions in 2012 in countries 
ranging fi^om Belgium, which 
banned face-covering reli¬ 
gious attire in classrooms, to 
India where schools in Man¬ 
galore restricted headscarves. 

The report also voiced 
alarm at soaring violence 
against Islamic minorities in¬ 
cluding Shiites and Ahmadis 
in Pakistan, where laws re¬ 
strict the Ahmadi community 
from even itself as Muslim. 

The study also voiced con¬ 
cern for Ahmadis in Indone¬ 
sia and Bahais in Iran. It said 
blasphemy laws were widely 
abused in Islamic countries 
including Pakistan, where in¬ 
cidents last year included the 
detention of a mentally chal¬ 
lenged girl.

Electric Busses slated 
to save Arubus 30%

The Aruba Minister of Trans¬ 
port is on his way to Colom¬ 
bia to investigate the 
efficiency of electric busses 
at their BYD company. It is 
expected that electric busses 
will economize on monthly 
expenses of Arubus. The 4 
electric busses will be 
charged at WEB. According 
to the Minister, charging the 
busses at WEB would be bet¬ 
ter for guaranteeing a sustain¬ 
able and stable supply. This 
will also stabilize the mainte¬ 
nance expenses and the oper¬ 
ation of the company 
considering the cost of diesel 
fuel. The entire project will 
have a positive impact on the 
carbon emission in environ¬ 
ment. 


According to the Minister, 
these electric busses will save 
Arubus a whopping 30% on 
the cost of doing business. 
The Minster is convinced that 
these busses will not only be 
less expensive, but that they 
will contribute to the green 
energy for our environment. 
The government has already 
received a presentation from 
companies in Holland selling 
electric busses. 

Now, they want to look at 
Colombia, after which 
Arubus will travel to the 
USA to view other options 
there. That will be followed 
by an evaluation as to which 
would be the best buy for 
these busses. 


Persons with multiple dis¬ 
abilities will soon have their 
own boarding residence on 
Aruba. This special project is 
currently on the drawing 
board and soon to be imple¬ 
mented after much hard work 
by the Stichting Verstandelijk 
Gehandicapten Aruba 
(SVGA). 

It is expected that before 
the end of the year 2013 con¬ 
struction will have begun for 
a boarding facility where per¬ 
sons needing quality care be¬ 
cause of a combination of 
physical and mental limita¬ 
tions can be housed. Most of 
these persons today still ei¬ 
ther live at home with family, 
while some have been sent to 
Curacao or Holland to live in 
a boarding facility overseas. 

Caring for a person with 
multiple disability is a true 
labor of love, a 24 hours 7 
days/week task, which is very 
difficult. 

The Minister of Social Af¬ 
fairs Michelle Hooyboer- 
Winklaar is of the conviction 
that families need to be con¬ 


fident that their loved ones 
are being well cared for right 
here on Aruba in a friendly 
atmosphere in the proximity 
of their family. 

The Boarding Facility will 
be constructed at SVGA in 
Piedra Plat and will incor- 
parate all aspects of a home for 
persons with multiple limita¬ 
tions. It is to be modem with 


facilities for wheelchairs and 
other necessary equipment. 

Preparations will be un¬ 
dertaken together with the 
Public Health Department 
and other stakeholders. They 
will install a workgroup to set 
up all that is necessary for its 
functionality and prepare the 
details for a quaility care cen¬ 
ter.

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Vermont 
becomes 
third US state 
to legalize 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Ver¬ 
mont became on Monday the 
third US state to legalize 
physician-assisted suicide. 

Peter Shumlin, the Demo¬ 
cratic Governor of the small 
progressive-leaning state, 
signed into law a bill that 
lawmakers adopted last 
week. Vermont follows the 
states of Oregon and Wash¬ 
ington in legalizing the prac¬ 
tice. 

"Vermonters facing termi¬ 
nal illness at the end of their 
lives now have control over 
their own destinies," Shumlin 
said, at a ceremony at the 
Capitol in Montpelier. 

Vermont, a mostly rural 
state in New England, is the 
first US state to adopt physi¬ 
cian-assisted suicide by leg¬ 
islative process rather than 
through a voter-initiated ref¬ 
erendum. 

Under the Vermont law, 
terminally ill patients who 
are given no more than six 
months to live can ask their 
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exclusive condominiums

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Pope statue unveiled in Italian potato field 



Apple offshore loopholes 
averted taxes; panel 


NAPLES, Italy (AFP) - The 
first-ever statue of Pope 
Francis has been unveiled in 
a potato field near Naples — 
an unorthodox homage to the 
fact that the Argentine pope's 
ancestors were farmers in 
northern Italy. 


The statue will be pre¬ 
sented to the pope next 
month by Italian actor Bar¬ 
bate De Stefano, who comes 
from the village of Cicciano 
where it was presented and 
has financed the project. 

"The poverty of my village 


is a treasure for the commu¬ 
nity in which I was bom and 
grew up," said De Stefano, 
who praised the pope's own 
modest demeanour saying he 
had "pierced people's hearts". 

The primitive-style statue 
was shown on Sunday, with a 
painted background of the 
balcony of St Peter's Basilica 
on which the pope stood after 
his election at a conclave of 
cardinals in March. 

The 76-year-old pope was 
formerly the archbishop of 
Buenos Aires, Cardinal Jorge 
Bergoglio. 

Like many Italians, his 
parents emigrated to Ar¬ 
gentina between the First and 
Second World Wars. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Apple avoided paying taxes 
on tens of billions of dollars 
in profits through a complex 
network of subsidiaries, 
many with "no declared tax 
jurisdiction," a US Senate 
panel has concluded. 

The Senate investigation, 
set to be discussed at a hear¬ 
ing Tuesday, stopped short of 
accusing the US tech giant of 
anything illegal but two law¬ 
makers on the panel said the 
tax strategies call for new 
scmtiny. 

"Apple wasn't satisfied 
with shifting its profits to a 
low-tax offshore tax haven," 
said Senator Carl Levin, head 


of the Senate Permanent Sub¬ 
committee on Investigations, 
in a statement Monday. 

"Apple sought the holy 
grail of tax avoidance. It has 
created offshore entities 
holding tens of billions of 
dollars, while claiming to be 
tax resident nowhere." 

Levin said Tuesday's hear¬ 
ing would "highlight that 
gimmick and other Apple 
offshore tax avoidance tac¬ 
tics so that American work¬ 
ing families who pay their 
share of taxes understand 
how offshore tax loopholes 
raise their tax burden, add to 
the federal deficit and ought 
to be closed." 
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US Supreme 
Court to rule 
on city hall 
prayers 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US Supreme Court 
agreed Monday to weigh 
the constitutionality of an 
upstate New York city's tra¬ 
dition of opening its local 
council meetings with 
prayers. 

Its decision comes a year 
after a federal appeals court 
sided with two residents of 
Greece, New York who 
contend the prayer practice 
improperly affiliates the 
Rochester suburb of 96,000 
with a single religion, 
Christianity. 

The case marks the first 
time in 30 years that the 
highest court in the United 
States has considered the 
separation of church and 
state when it comes to open¬ 
ing government meetings 
with prayers. 

"A town council meeting 
isn't a church service and it 
shouldn't seem like one," 
said Barry Lynn, executive 
director of Americans 
United for Separation of 
Church and State, which 
opposes the practice. 
"Government can't serve 
everyone in the community 
when it endorses one faith 
over others," he said. "That 
sends the clear message that 
some are second-class citi¬ 
zens based on what they be¬ 
lieve about religion." 
Thomas Hungar, represent¬ 
ing Greece's city hall with 
support from Alliance De¬ 
fending Freedom, a social 
conservative group, said 
"legislative prayer" is deeply 
rooted in American history. 
"We hope the court will 
reaffirm the settled under¬ 
standing that such prayers, 
offered without improper 
motive and in accordance 
with the conscience of the 
prayer-giver, are constitu¬ 
tional," the lawyer said. 
Since 1999, town board 
meetings in Greece have 
started with a prayer with 
no restrictions on faith, but 
plaintiffs Susan Galloway 
and Linda Stephens say 
nearly all the prayers have 
been said by Christian 
clergy members. 

The very few exceptions in¬ 
cluded a Wiccan priestess, 
the head of the local Bahai'i 
congregation and a Jewish 
layman, according to the 
appeals court petition filed 
in September 2012. 

The case hinges on the so- 
called Establishment Clause 
of the Constitution's First 
Amendment, or Bill of 
Rights, which prohibits the 
US authorities from favor¬ 
ing one religion over an¬ 
other.

Eastern Caribbean islands 

Port of Spain—An earthquake of 5.3 degrees on the Richter scale shook several Eastern 
Caribbean islands without causing damage or casualties, the Seismic Department of the 
University of the West Indies reported today. The institution stressed that the quake’s epi¬ 
center was located southwest of Barbuda, part of the Antigua and Barbuda federation. 
At the end of last month, a 5.1 degree temblor shook the country and some days ago another 
one was felt in Trinidad and Tobago. 

Recently the U.N. Office for Reduction of Disaster Risk warned that Caribbean islands 
should prepare for stronger earthquakes and tsunamis. 

“The Caribbean Islands are in an area of relatively high seismic activity and can experience 
a magnitude eight earthquake at any time if we consider previous standards,”a spokesperson 
said.

Israel backs Kerry 
peace moves despite 
internal debate 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Is¬ 
rael's centre-right govern¬ 
ment will support US efforts 
to revive peace talks with the 
Palestinians, despite hardline 
positions held by ministers 
and coalition parties, a 
prominent MP said on Mon¬ 
day. 

"If (Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin) Netanyahu goes on 
the path that US Secretary of 
State Kerry is encouraging... 
he will have the full support 
of... the majority of the par¬ 
liament," Ofer Shelah, a 
member of the powerful Yesh 
Atid party told army radio. 

Kerry has been back and 
forth to the region to push for 
the resumption of peace talks 
between Israel and the Pales¬ 
tinians, and is due to return 
on Thursday for his fourth 
visit since taking office in 
February. 

"Solving the Israeli-Pales- 
tinian dispute within the 
framework of two states for 
two peoples is in the highest 
interest of the state of Israel 
and in the highest interest of 
every Israeli government in¬ 
cluding the present govern¬ 
ment of which we are a part," 
Shelah said. 

The MP added that Ne¬ 


tanyahu would have the "full 
support of (Finance Minister) 
Yair Lapid and (Lapid's) Yesh 
Atid," the second-largest 
party in the Knesset and a 
member of the ruling coali¬ 
tion. 

The comments came de¬ 
spite opposition from Lapid, 
in a New York Times inter¬ 
view published on Sunday, to 
a settlement freeze and to 
ceding east Jerusalem to 
Palestinian rule, two of the 
Palestinians' top demands. 

"Mr Lapid said he would 
not stop the so-called 'natural 
expansion' of settlements in 
the West Bank, nor curtail the 
financial incentives offered 
Israelis to move there," the 
New York Times wrote. 

It quoted him as saying 
that mainly-Arab east 
Jerusalem, which the Pales¬ 
tinians claim as the capital of 
their future state, must re¬ 
main under Israeli sover¬ 
eignty because "we didn't 
come here for nothing." 

Israel captured east 
Jerusalem from Jordan in 
the 1967 Six-Day War and 
annexed it shortly after, in a 
move never recognised by 
the international commu¬ 
nity. 


India, China vow to end long- 
running border dispute 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
Indian and Chinese premiers 
pledged on Monday to re¬ 
solve a border dispute that 
has soured ties for decades, 
saying good relations be¬ 
tween the two Asian giants 
were key to world peace. 

Chinese Premier Li Ke- 
qiang, making his first for¬ 
eign visit since taking office. 
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said that Beijing was deter¬ 
mined to build up trust with 
New Delhi as he and a team 
of ministers signed a series of 
joint agreements with India. 

His host, Indian Prime 
Minister Manmohan Singh, 
also stressed he regarded a 
good bilateral relationship as 
crucial to the wider region's 
development. 

Li's visit comes after a 
flare-up last month in a long- 
running border dispute be¬ 
tween the two countries in a 
remote Himalayan region. 

New Delhi accused Chi¬ 
nese troops of intruding 
nearly 20 kilometres (12 
miles) into Indian-claimed 
territory, triggering a three- 
week standoff that was re¬ 
solved when troops from 
both sides pulled back. 

The Line of Actual Con¬ 
trol between the nuclear¬ 
armed neighbours has never 
been formally demarcated, 
although they have signed ac¬ 
cords to maintain peace since 
the border region saw a brief 
Indo-Chinese war in 1962. 

Singh said there was now 
a mutual desire to resolve the 
dispute and that a joint work¬ 
ing group would be estab¬ 
lished to reach a lasting 
agreement. 
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Tornado hits Oklahoma City suburb 


Storm spotters estimated 
the tornado, which struck in 
mid-afternoon, to be two 
miles (3.2 kilometers) wide. 

"We anticipate that these 
storms are going to continue 
to build around Oklahoma," 
Governor Mary Fallin told 
CNN as the National Weather 
Service urged the state's resi¬ 
dents to take cover. 

In downtown Oklahoma 
City, tornado sirens went off 
at least three times. 

Tornadoes frequently 
touch down on Oklahoma's 
wide open plains, but the fact 
that Monday's twister struck 
a populated urban area raised 
fears of a high casualty toll. 

On Sunday, a powerful 
storm system churning 
through the US Midwest 
spawned tornadoes in Iowa, 
Kansas and Oklahoma, de¬ 
stroying homes and killing at 
least one person, US media 
reported. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
powerful tornado ripped thor¬ 
ough an Oklahoma City sub¬ 
urb Monday, leveling 
countless homes and hitting 
at least two schools, accord¬ 
ing to local news reports. 


Local television station 
KFOR, from its news heli¬ 
copter, showed wide swaths 
of Moore, a community of 
55,000 to the south of Okla¬ 
homa's state capital, reduced 
to rubble.

Radical cleric Abu 
Qatada denied bail 
in Britain 



LONDON (AFP) - Jordanian 
terror suspect Abu Qatada was 
on Monday denied bail in his 
latest legal skirmish with 
British authorities, who have 
been trying to deport him for a 
decade. 

The cleric has been in and 
out of British prisons since 
2002 as he fights successive 
government attempts to send 
him to Jordan, where he has 
been convicted of terror 
charges in his absence. 

To ministers’ horror he was 
released from his latest stint in 
jail in November, but was ar¬ 
rested again in March for al¬ 
legedly breaching his bail 
conditions. 

A judge at Britain’s Special 
Immigration Appeals Commis¬ 
sion (SIAC) ruled on Monday 
that the preacher, once dubbed 
Osama bin Laden’s right-hand 
man in Europe, should remain 
in custody. 

’’There is no doubt about the 
national security threat which 
the appellant presents,” judge 
Stephen Irwin said. 

”We reject the submission 
that he can, even now, be relied 
on to comply with his legal ob¬ 
ligations and not to attempt to 
abscond.” 

In a surprise move earlier 
this month, Abu Qatada’s 


lawyer told the court 
that the preacher 
would return to Jor¬ 
dan voluntarily if its 
parliament ratifies a 
treaty barring the use 
of evidence obtained 
by torture. 

The issue is at the 
heart of Britain’s long 
struggle to deport him 
to Jordan, where he 
faces a likely retrial 
over his alleged in¬ 
volvement in the planning of 
terrorist attacks. 

Last year the European 
Court of Human Rights 
blocked his deportation due to 
fears that evidence obtained 
through torture would be used 
against him in the new trial. 

SIAC ruled in November 
that he could be released de¬ 
spite posing a risk to national 
security. 

However, the cleric was sent 
back to jail in March after a 
stash of mobile phones, com¬ 
puter memory sticks and other 
digital devices were found in 
his home in what Irwin said 
was a ’’significant” breach of 
his bail conditions. 

Government lawyer Robin 
Tam said a USB stick found in 
the bedroom of Abu Qatada’s 
eldest son had contained 
schoolwork but also ’’jihadist 
files” including references to 
Al-Qaeda. 

Abu Qatada had admitted 
breaching bail conditions 
which prevent him from turn¬ 
ing on mobile phones or pos¬ 
sessing other communication 
devices at his taxpayer-funded 
home in London. 

But he claimed that he did 
not use the phones, several of 
which belonged to his wife and 
children.

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Qatar emir 
slams 

'international 
inaction' 
over Syria 

DOHA (AFP) - The emir of 
Qatar, a strong supporter of the 
Syrian rebels, on Monday 
slammed what he called inac¬ 
tion by the international com¬ 
munity over the conflict there, 
lamenting the failure to reach 
a political solution. 

”It is no longer acceptable 
that influential states in the in¬ 
ternational community do not 
act to end the horrific tragedy 
and escalating humanitarian 
catastrophe” in Syria, Sheikh 
Hamad bin Khalifa al-Thani 
told the Doha Forum. 

He appeared to allude to 
Western countries, which have 
failed to agree to arm Syrian 
rebels, as the revolt against 
President Bashar al-Assad’s 
regime entered its third year in 
March. 

Activists say more than 
94,000 people have been 
killed. 

He said that those countries, 
which he did not name, ’’want 
to decide themselves who 
should be the defender of the 
Syrian people,” in an apparent 
reference to concerns about the 
presence of radical Islamists 
among Syrian rebels. 

Sheikh Hamad lamented the 
’’failure of all international and 
Arab initiatives to get the Syr¬ 
ian regime to listen to the 
sound of reason”. 

He expressed ’’sorrow at see¬ 
ing the revolution of the Syrian 
people enter its third year 
without the clear perspective 
of an end to the bloodshed... 
because of the regime’s insis¬ 
tence on a military solution”. 

The United States and Rus¬ 
sia, a strong Assad ally, have 
proposed a peace conference 
for June, bringing together rep¬ 
resentatives of the regime and 
its opponents, with the aim of 
reaching a political solution.

Dutch youth charged in Greece over Russian 
boy's stabbing 


HERAKLION (AFP) - A 20- 
year-old Dutch entertainer was 
charged with attempted murder 
on Monday after repeatedly 
stabbing a 12-year-old Russian 
boy vacationing on the Greek is¬ 
land of Crete, local officials said. 

The suspect, who has con¬ 
fessed to the crime, will be kept 
under guard at the psychiatric 
ward of Heraklion hospital 
pending trial as his family 
claims he is autistic, a judicial 
source on the island said. 

Authorities on Crete said the 


Russian boy had been stabbed 
at least 20 times and left bleed¬ 
ing in the bushes behind the de¬ 
bris-strewn parking lot of his 
hotel in the town of Hersonis- 
sos, where the police found him 
early last Wednesday morning. 

According to the police, he 
had been missing since Tues¬ 
day evening when a show was 
held on the premises. 

The boy was rushed to an 
Athens children’s clinic where 
he underwent emergency sur¬ 
gery on Wednesday to address 


spinal damage, the clinic said. 

He remains in intensive care. 

The boy’s mother told author¬ 
ities that the accused had stolen 
her son’s iPad and mobile 
phone and he had gone to re¬ 
claim them when he disap¬ 
peared. 

The Dutchman, who was 
working at the hotel as a per¬ 
former — a clown according to 
Greek media - has confessed to 
stealing the items and stabbing 
the boy with a knife, which he 
subsequently washed and hid 
in a fire safety box.

Americas weigh Ritual circumcision kiils 
legalizing pot 23 males in South Africa 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
Organization of American 
States report published called 
for taking a closer look at pos¬ 
sibly legalizing marijuana in 
Latin America. 

The report examined an 
issue that until recently was a 
taboo topic in the region. 
Politicians, desperate for 
measures to control drug- 
linked violence, are now open 
to legalization. 

The report does not make 
specific proposals, but looks at 
different scenarios in which 
countries could handle the 
drug trade blamed on scores of 
deaths. 

’’Never before has a multi¬ 
lateral organization engaged in 
such an inclusive and intellec¬ 
tually legitimate analysis of 
drug policy options,” said 
Ethan Nadelmann, executive 
director of the Drug Policy Al¬ 
liance, the largest US group 
pushing for reforming drug 
policies in the United States. 

According to Nadelmann, 
’’political pressures by the US 
and other governments would 
have made that impossible.” 

The new focus on alterna¬ 
tives to prohibition reflects the 
’’unhappiness” of Latin Amer¬ 
icans toward a US policy that 
continues to focus on crop 
eradication and militarized 
crackdowns, said Peter Hakim 
at the Inter-American Dia¬ 
logue, a leading Washington 
think tank. 

According to the report, the 
regulation of some drugs would 
allow governments to reassign 
resources to the prevention and 
treatment of addicts. 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South African police said on 
week-end they had launched a 
series of murder inquiries after 
23 males died while undergo¬ 
ing circumcision during tradi¬ 
tional rites of passage into 
manhood. 

The 23 - aged between 13 
and 21 — died in various places 
across the country’s northeast¬ 
ern Mpumalanga province 
over the course of a week. 

One of the deaths was la¬ 
belled inquest because the boy 
reportedly had an existing 
health condition. 

There have been no arrests 
yet as police compile state¬ 
ments and await post-mortem 
results. 

Ritual circumcision is com¬ 
mon among South Africa’s eth¬ 
nic Xhosa, Sotho and Ndebele 
ethnic groups. 

Deaths at so-called initia¬ 
tion schools in South Africa are 
common, with several hundred 
cases recorded in recent years 
due to bleeding and infections. 

Boys spend around a month 
in secluded bush or mountains 
areas for the sessions that also 
include lessons on the virtues 
of masculine courage and dis¬ 
cipline. 

There are usually two cir¬ 
cumcision seasons - in winter 
during the months of May 
through July and in summer 
between November and De¬ 
cember. 

Government and the ruling 
African National Congress 
Party have expressed concern 


at the deaths which have 
nonetheless sparked little pub¬ 
lic outrage. 

Government spokeswoman 
Phumla Williams called on the 
initiation schools ”to ensure 
that precautionary health meas¬ 
ures are exercised during this 
period to minimise illnesses 
and death.” 

Minister in The Presidency 
for Performance Monitoring 
and Evaluation, Collins Cha- 
bane said he was saddened by 
the loss of young lives. 

The ’’loss of several young 
lives in Mpumalanga and else¬ 
where in the country is regret¬ 
table,” Chabane said this week.

Asia-Pacific ieaders warn 
of water conflict threat 


CHIANGMAI (AFP)-Fierce 
competition for water could 
trigger conflict unless nations 
cooperate to share the dimin¬ 
ishing resource, leaders from 
Asia-Pacific nations warned 
Monday. 

From Central to Southeast 
Asia, regional efforts to secure 
water have sparked tensions 
between neighbours reliant on 
rivers to sustain booming pop¬ 
ulations. 

Breakneck urbanisation, cli¬ 
mate change and surging de¬ 
mand from agriculture have 
heaped pressure on scarce 
water supplies, while the ma¬ 
jority of people in Asia-Pacific 
still lack access to safe water 
despite surging economic 
growth. 

'There could be a fight over 
resources" unless countries 
agree to share water, Thailand's 
Prime Minister Yingluck Shi- 
nawatra said in an address to a 
regional water security forum 
in the northern Thai city of 
Chiang Mai. 

"No country in this region 
can handle these challenges 
alone," she said, hailing fo¬ 
rums such as the Asia-Pacific 
Water Summit as the route to 
satisfying countries' thirst 
peacefully. 

A Thai firm is behind a con¬ 
troversial dam over the 
Mekong river in Laos, a proj¬ 
ect decried by downstream 
countries Vietnam and Cambo¬ 
dia which fear it could ruin 
their farming and fishing in¬ 


dustries. 

Asian nations need to 
plough an estimated $380 bil¬ 
lion into water and sanitation 
systems in the decade to 2020 
if they are to achieve water se¬ 
curity, Brunei Sultan Hassanal 
Bolkiah warned the summit. 

One such row is between 
Uzebekistan and its neigh¬ 
bours Tajikistan and Kyrgyzs¬ 
tan which want to build two of 
the world's biggest hydro-elec¬ 
tric power stations. 

Speaking at the conference 
on Sunday, Tajik President 
Emomali Rakhmon defended 
his country's right to exploit its 
natural resources but pledged 
to pursue a "peaceful solution" 
to the dispute which has seen 
angry rhetoric soar over recent 
months. 

Bangladeshi Prime Minister 
Sheikh Hasina cited a water¬ 
sharing treaty between her na¬ 
tion and India over the Ganges 
river as an example of success¬ 
ful water diplomacy. 

Low-lying Bangladesh has 
around 30 million people ex¬ 
posed to rising sea levels, she 
added, raising the issue of cli¬ 
mate change in a region where 
catastrophic floods are com¬ 
monplace. 

The Asian Development 
Bank last month warned that 
nearly two-thirds of people in 
the region have no clean, piped 
water at home despite the re¬ 
gion's strong growth, blaming 
poor management and a lack 
of investment in infrastructure.

LA PAZ (AFP) - President 
Evo Morales planned to meet 
ex-US president Jimmy Carter 
in the US state of Georgia to 
discuss Bolivia's longstanding 
territorial dispute with Chile, 
officials said. 

Last month landlocked Bo¬ 
livia sued neighboring Chile in 
the Hague, in the latest maneu¬ 
ver in its attempt to recover 
land lost in a 19th century war 
and thus regain access to the 
Pacific. 

Morales aimed to talk with 
Carter about the process that 
led the US to cede control of 
the Panama Canal back to 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Yahoo! is under two decades 
old and is already showing 
signs of age. Tumblr, the cool 
blogging platform, represents a 
new generation. 

This split marks both a chal¬ 
lenge and an opportunity for 
the firms, after the announce¬ 
ment that Yahoo! is buying the 
six-year-old startup for $1.1 
billion, mainly in cash. 

"Yahoo users are behind the 
curve, Tumblr users too cool 
for school," said Arvind 
Narayanan, a Princeton Uni¬ 
versity computer scientist, in a 
tweet. "From this POV (point 
of view) the acquisition seems 
ironically appropriate." 

Tumblr could be key to 
Yahoo! because of its popular¬ 
ity with younger Internet users. 
A survey this year conducted 
by the online (lata group Sur- 
vata found Tumblr more popu¬ 
lar than Facebook among those 
aged 13 to 25. 

"Yahoo skews toward older 
demographics. Tumblr is 
ridiculously strong among Mil- 
lennials," said a tweet from 
Brian Solis, analyst with Al¬ 
timeter Group. 

Some comments posted on

Mexico City, May 20, 2013 
(AFP) - Mexican phone giant 
America Movil, owned by bil¬ 
lionaire Carlos Slim, an¬ 
nounced Monday that its US 
unit reached a deal to acquire 
US mobile phone company 
Start Wireless Group. 

The price of the transaction 
was not revealed but a state¬ 
ment said Tracfone Wireless 
will acquire the assets of Start 
Wireless, an Ohio-based mo¬ 
bile virtual network operator 
that provides prepaid voice, 
messaging and data plans to 
1.4 million customers. 

The deal is expected to be 
completed in the second quar¬ 
ter pending the approval of 
regulators. 

A mobile virtual network 
operator (MVNO) does not 
own or operate wireless equip¬ 
ment. Instead, it buys services 
from carriers in bulk and sells 
packages to retail customers. 

America Movil owns fixed- 
line and mobile phone busi¬ 
nesses as well as Internet and 
cable television services in 17 
Latin American nations and 
the United States. 


Alaskan village loses 
court fight against 
big oil 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Perched at the tip of an Arctic 
barrier reef in harsh northwest¬ 
ern Alaska, a tiny village took 
on big oil for causing the cli¬ 
mate change that is eroding its 
shores, but lost its court fight 
Monday. 

The US Supreme Court de¬ 
clined to hear the case of Ki- 
valina vs. Exxon. 

Therefore, a lower court’s de¬ 
cision stands, holding that en¬ 
ergy companies cannot be sued 
collectively for harm done by 
climate change and leaving 
such issues to lawmakers and 
the executive branch of govern¬ 
ment. 

The village of Kivalina is 
home to about 400 people, 
mostly Inupiat Native 
Alaskans, and is being forced to 
relocate because global warm¬ 
ing has led to a reduction in sea 
ice that once protected its 
shores. 

The lawsuit was brought in 


2008 against 22 energy compa¬ 
nies, including ExxonMobil 
Corporation, BP, Chevron and 
Shell, seeking damages under a 
federal common law claim of 
"public nuisance." 

The suit alleged that "mas¬ 
sive greenhouse gas emissions 
emitted by the Energy Produc¬ 
ers have resulted in global 
warming, which, in turn, has 
severely eroded the land where 
the City of Kivalina sits and 
threatens it with imminent de¬ 
struction." 

A buildup in greenhouse 
gases is increasing the temper¬ 
ature of the planet, causing sea 
levels to rise, ice caps to melt 
and "destroying its land by 
melting the Arctic sea ice that 
formerly protected the village 
from winter storms," court doc¬ 
uments said. 

The US Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers estimates that it will cost 
more than $95 million to relo¬ 
cate the village.

Tumblr deal sparks talk on 
next big tech target 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The bil- 
lion-dollar deal for Tumblr has 
stirred talk on the next big ac¬ 
quisition target in the sector, 
with cash-rich tech giants look¬ 
ing for the next potential star. 

Yahoo !’s blockbuster deal for 
the popular blogging platform 
comes amid a battle for eye¬ 
balls on the Internet among big 
tech firms such as Facebook, 
Google, Amazon and Apple. 

"All the big internet compa¬ 
nies that have money are poten¬ 
tial buyers," said Michael 
Pachter, analyst at Wedbush Se¬ 
curities. "Then it depends on 
what they want to be and how 
much they are willing to pay." 

Each of these firms is trying 
to get more users into their 
ecosystem to be able to gather 
data and "monetize" their user 
base, mainly by targeting them 
with ads tailored to their usage 
patterns, analysts say. 

Yahoo! is believed to have 
outmaneuvered Facebook and 
Microsoft to get Tumblr, as the 
major tech giants look past the 
static Internet boxes to 
"streams" of content. 

"We’re all shifting our atten¬ 
tion to mobile devices, and 
we’ve adopted the ’stream’ as 
our preferred method of content 
discovery and consumption," 
says John Battelle, an entrepre¬ 
neur who founded Wired and 


Federated Media Publishing. 

The price tag paid by Yahoo! 
means "the bar now has been 
set high in terms of valuation," 
said Allen Weiner at the re¬ 
search firm Gartner. 

"It raises the question of what 
is a company like Twitter is 
worth." 

Perhaps the most prominent 
of the social media startups to 
remain private, Twitter "has yet 
to show an inclination to go 
public," said Weiner, and it re¬ 
mains unclear whether Twitter 
will remain independent or be 
acquired. 

Pinterest, which allows users 
to decorate virtual bulletin 
boards with pictures showcas¬ 
ing interests in anything from 
food to sports, fashion or travel, 
is clearly one of the new com¬ 
panies expected to be a target. 

Weiner said, however, that 
Pinterest, seen last year as one 
of the rising starts in social 
media, "has not evolved 
quickly enough." 

Several other startups are likely 
still being courted, but the land¬ 
scape has shifted in recent 
weeks, say analysts. 
Dailymotion, the popular 
video-sharing site, was among 
those, but the French govern¬ 
ment’s move to block Yahoo !’s 
acquisition probably dampened 
enthusiasm for the unit of 
France Telecom.

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Racings St Leger 
winner Encke tests 
positive 



LONDON (AFP) - The 2012 
St Leger winner Encke is 
among seven horses to test pos¬ 
itive for anabolic steroids as the 
investigation widened into 
doping involving Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed’s Godolphin opera¬ 
tion. 

The British Horseracing Au¬ 
thority (BHA) revealed on 
Monday that they had under¬ 
taken an extensive testing pro¬ 
gramme at the yard of 
Mahmood A1 Zarooni, who 
trained horses for Godolphin, 
following his recent eight-year 
suspension for administering 
banned drugs to 15 horses in 
his care. 

The latest BHA testing re¬ 
turned positive results for the 
steroid stanozolol and Encke 
will now be banned from run¬ 
ning for six months, meaning 
he cannot return to action until 
October 29. 

Encke won the Doncaster 
classic last September at long 
odds, in the process upsetting the 
2,000 Guineas and Derby winner 
Camelof s Triple Crown bid. 

The other six horses. Ener¬ 
gizer, Genius Beast, Improvisa¬ 
tion, Stamford, Steeler and Zip 
Top, will also be barred from 
racing until that date. 

Testing at the other Godol¬ 
phin yard of Saeed bin Suroor 
returned no positive results for 


banned substances. 

A1 Zarooni has lodged an ap¬ 
peal against the severity of his 
initial suspension and the BHA 
has confirmed it will not take 
any further action until that 
matter is resolved, with the last 
week in June currently 
favoured as a potential hearing 
date. 

Adam Brickell, director of 
integrity, legal and risk for the 
BHA, said: "We will not be 
taking any separate action in 
respect of these additional pos¬ 
itive results whilst Mr A1 Za- 
rooni’s appeal process is 
on-going. 

"In the meantime, the latest 
findings from HFL Sport Sci¬ 
ence will form the subject of 
further interviews as part of the 
BHA’s continuing investiga¬ 
tion. 

"From the outset, one of the 
aims of the investigation, in ad¬ 
dition to trying to understand 
the environment within which 
such serious breaches came to 
be committed, has been to 
identify what measures are 
needed to ensure the yard oper¬ 
ates in accordance with the 
Rules in future. 

"The findings will be shared 
with Godolphin and will also 
assist the BHA with regard to 
the future licensing of the 
yard." 


FootbaU: 
Mourinho 
to leave 
Real at 
end of the 
season 

MADRID (AFP) - Jose Mour¬ 
inho will leave Real Madrid at 
the end of the season after a 
turbulent three-year spell in 
charge of the Spanish giants, 
club president Florentine 
Perez confirmed Monday. 

Mourinho, who has been 
strongly linked with a return to 
Chelsea - a team he managed 
between 2004 and 2007, has 
endured a torrid final season in 
charge of Los Blancos culmi¬ 
nating in Friday’s defeat by 
Atletico Madrid in the Copa 
del Rey final that ensured Real 
end the season without a major 
trophy. 

However, Perez denied that 
Mourinho had been sacked by 
the club and said they will not 
have to pay the Portuguese 
coach compensation despite 
the fact his current contract 
runs until 2016. 

"It is not nice for anyone to 
have to leave but it is also true 
that after three years we both 
decided it was the right mo¬ 
ment to break this relation¬ 
ship." Perez said. 

And despite rumours linking 
Paris Sant-Germain boss Carlo 
Ancelotti with the manager’s 
pob at the Bemabeu, Perez also 
claimed he has not reached an 
agreement with any coach to 
succeed Mourinho. 

The 50-year-old Mourinho’s 
time in charge of the nine-time 
European champions has been 
littered with high profile bust- 
ups with the local media and 
many of his stellar squad of 
world class players, but Perez 
hailed his demanding stan¬ 
dards throughout his time in 
charge

Table tennis: Zhang 
retains men’s world 
crown 



PARIS (AFP) - Defending 
champion Zhang Jike of China 
retained his men’s singles title 
at the World Table Tennis 
Championships in Paris on 
Monday after defeating com¬ 
patriot Wang Hao in the final. 

Fourth seed Zhang prevailed 
11-7, 11-8, 6-11, 14-12, 5-11, 
11-7 in a rematch of last year’s 
Olympic final to secure a 
fourth major title in a row. 

Zhang completed a career 
grand slam when he pipped 
Wang to the Olympic crown in 
London last August, adding to 
the world title he won two 
years ago in Rotterdam and the 
2011 World Cup, with Wang 
also the losing finalist on both 
of those occasions. 

Ma Long took top honours at 
last year’s World Cup in Liver¬ 
pool, an event in which Zhang 
did not take part. 

Having raced into a two 
games to love lead in the 
French capital, Zhang was 


pegged back by Wang in game 
three and the contest appeared 
to be heading for two-all only 
for Zhang to fight off four set 
points in the fourth frame to re¬ 
establish a two-game advan¬ 
tage. 

Wang, the 2009 champion, 
then took the following game 
to preserve his title hopes but it 
proved to be merely a stay of 
execution as Zhang wrapped 
things up in game six at the 
first time of asking. 

Despite coming up short 
against Zhang yet again, beaten 
finalist Wang was not too 
downhearted by the loss. 

Earlier, women’s singles 
champion Li Xiaoxia doubled 
her gold medal haul with vic¬ 
tory in the doubles final. 

Bronze medals were awarded 
to losing semi-finalists Chen 
Meng and Zhu Yuling, also of 
China, and Singapore pair Feng 
Tianwei and Yu Mengyu.

NBAs James trades Jibes with 
Pacers coach as series looms 



MIAMI (AFP) - Reigning 
NBA champion Miami is on 
the verge of a third consecu¬ 
tive NBA Finals berth, but the 
Indiana Pacers plan to spoil 
the repeat bid in the Eastern 
Conference final that starts in 
Miami on Wednesday. 

The Heat, sparked by regu¬ 
lar season Most Valuable 
Player LeBron James and 
playmaker Dwyane Wade, 
have the home-court advan¬ 
tage in the best-of-seven series 
to decide who will face Mem¬ 
phis or San Antonio in June’s 
NBA Finals. 

But the Pacers promise a 
formidable test for Miami, 
having beaten them in two of 
three regular-season meetings. 
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Each team won on its own 
home court, with Miami hav¬ 
ing now won six of their past 
seven home meetings with In¬ 
diana. 

The Pacers figure to be un¬ 
derdogs but Indiana each 
Frank Vogel is focused upon 
his own team rather than de¬ 
throning the defending cham¬ 
pions. 

’’When you’re in the final 
four, you’re competing for a 
championship,” Vogel said. 
’’They are the next team in our 
way. That’s how we’re ap¬ 
proaching it.” 

That comment stirred the 
emotions of James, who saw it 
as an insult to their champion 
status and 66-win season. 

’’We’re not just another 
team,” James said. ”He said 
we’re just another team in 
their way. We’re a great team. 
If we’re just another team, you 
really don’t prepare for just an¬ 
other team. You have to pre¬ 
pare for us. 

That prompted Vogel to re¬ 
spond on the Pacers’ website 
on Monday. 

’’Sorry sports world, the 
words ’just another team’ 
never came out of my mouth,” 
Vogel said. ’’Great respect for 
LBJ and the champs. Looking 
forward to (a) great series.” 

It wasn’t the first time Vogel 
aroused the tensions of the 
Heat ahead of a playoff 
matchup. 


Miami and Indiana met in 
the second round of last year’s 
playoffs and ahead of that se¬ 
ries Vogel called the Heat the 
’’biggest flopping team in the 
universe.” 

After the Pacers seized a 2- 
1 lead in that series, Miami 
rallied to win the next three 
games and advance. 

Meanwhile in San Anto¬ 
nio: The San Antonio Spurs 
drained 14 three-pointers in a 
convincing 105-83 victory 
over the Memphis Grizzlies in 
Sunday’s opening game of the 
NBA’s Western Conference fi¬ 
nals. 

Tony Parker scored 20 
points and handed out nine as¬ 
sists for the Spurs, whose sti¬ 
fling defense held Grizzlies’ 
top scorer Zach Randolph to 
only two points. 

Randolph came in averag¬ 
ing 19.7 points per game in 
this post-season, but finished 
just l-of-8 from the field for a 
Grizzlies team appearing in 
the conference finals for the 
first time. 

The Spurs, meanwhile, 
showed the poise to be ex¬ 
pected from a team making 
their eighth appearance in a 
conference final in the last 15 
years. 

The winners of the best-of- 
seven series advance to the 
NBA title series against the 
Eastern Conference champi¬ 
ons.

Team Aruba scores first 
ADRL win 



CORDOVA: Heading into the 
ADRL Spring Drags, Team 
Aruba was looking to wrap up 
some unfinished business, and 
that’s exactly what they did. 
From start to finish, Trevor 
Eman and the gang from Aruba 
dominated Extreme Pro Stock 
the entire weekend. In their 
first qualifying pass, they laid 
down the number which would 
remain on top for the weekend, 
a 4.099 at 175.98 MPH. The 
Aruba.com / Alltel Wireless 
Mustang was again the fastest 
car in rounds two and three of 
qualifying. In round four, John 
Montecalvo and John Pluchino 
matched Eman’s 4.114, but no 
one was able to beat it. 

The team’s impressive feats 
continued on race day. The 
Kaase Racing Engines pow¬ 
ered machine muscled its way 
through the rounds. Brian 
Gahm’s 4.249 elapsed time 
was no match for Eman’s 4.148 
in round one. In the semi finals 
Eman had the quickest elapsed 
time of the round, a 4.136 
paired with an .024 reaction, 
time to take out John Pluchino 
who went .002 red on 4.149 
run. Team Aruba would have 
lane choice in the finals against 
former World Champion Pete 
Berner. Although Eman and 
Berner had been running close 
numbers all day, Eman made it 
look easy in the finals, laying 
down an .003 light and pulling 
away by a car length, crossing 
the stripe first with another 
4.136. 

The team from the ‘happy is¬ 
land’ had one of their happiest 
moments ever, as they cele¬ 
brated this long-awaited vic¬ 
tory. 

“We definitely finished our 
unfinished business from Val¬ 
dosta,” relayed an elated Eman. 
“To come to the next race and 
qualify number one again was 


a very satisfying way to know 
we had that momentum. Then 
to maintain the fastest elapsed 
time out of each round was 
even better. We made it down 
the track each and every time 
from A to B making straight 
runs and good runs. 

“After winning the first 
round against Brian Gahm, re¬ 
ality started to kick in that we 
could have a good chance of 
winning the race. And sure 
enough we were able to ac¬ 
complish that. It was very emo¬ 
tional for the whole team. 
Everybody has been working 
real hard to accomplish this, 
and my gratitude and my hat 
goes off to the entire team. 

“My father eats, sleeps and 
breathes Team Aruba. Bobby 
has dedicated himself to this 
team more than anything. John 
Peterson is one of the hardest 
working guys I’ve ever seen. 
Pat Norcia from RAM 
Clutches puts his mind totally 
into this program and is as pre¬ 
cise of a person as there is. 
Doug Schriefer from Braswell 
Carburetors has some awe¬ 
some carburetors on our motor 
and has this team better organ¬ 
ized than ever. Greg Brown 
from Jon Kaase Racing En¬ 
gines has our motor completely 
dominated in a way that has 
given us a motor that is per¬ 
forming better than we can 
ever hoped for. 

“The emotion between all 
team members after winning 
our first race was extremely 
touching. It was a feeling I got 
to share with a great group of 
guys that I wouldn't trade for 
the world.
